THIS YEAR'S FAIR. 


It is the sad duty of THE GAZETTE 


this week to chronicle the death of 
two persons who commanded, in a 
high degree, the respect of the com- 
munity and were loved by a multitude 
of boys and girls who received instruc- 
tion and advice from the deceased. 
We refer to Miss Mary A. Hughes aud 
Miss Arvilla Diehl, teachers of the 
Bedford public schools. 


.MISS MARY A HUGHES. 


Miss Mary A. Hughes was born at 


West End ia 1331 and was a daughter 
of Bailey and Margaret Hughes. She 
attended school in Juniata towaship 
and two terms of normal school in Bed- 
ford. She then taught for three terms 
in Juniata township. In 1869 she went 
to Camp Hill and taught in the Sol" 
diers' Orphans' school there until 1S87, 
when she came to Bedford and was 
elected teacher of the First Primary 
room of the public schools at this 
place. 
The following year she took 


charge of the Second Primary depart- 
ment and held that position until 
called to her eternal home. Her death 
occurred Friday night. She spent tbe 
evening at a neighbor's house and wa* 
unusually cheerful; the grace and dig- 
nity which marked her every move- 
ment were especially manifest. About 
half past 9 o'clock she returned to her 
home, and soon after, she and her 
mother,with whom she lived, Went up- 
stairs to retire. A short time after- 
ward Mrs. Hughes heard a noise, and 
going into her daughter's room, found 
her lying, face downward, on the floor 
She was unconscious and her mother 
resorted to the usual means to revive 
her. Being unsuccessful, she summon- 
ed a neighbor and returned to her 
home immediately. 
A minute after 


she reached her daughter's side the 
latter breathed her last. A noble, un- 
selfish and useful life was ended. Mis= 
Hughes is survived by her mother and 
the following brothers and sisters: 
Albert, of Cumberland, Md.; John, of 
Hutchinson, Kan.; Oscar, of New York 
city; Mrs. Michael Jordan, of New 
Baltimore, and Mrs. C. F. Sommers, 
of San Francisco, Cal. 


The funeral services were held in the 


Reformed church Tuesday afternoon 
and were conducted by Rev. 
Dr 


Thomas Duncan, rector of St. James' 
"Protestant Episcopal 
church, 
aud 


Kev. Irvin W. Hendricks, pastor of the 
Reformed church. A quartet compos- 
ed of Mrs. I. W. Hendricks, Mrs. E M. 
Pennell, Kev. Hendricks and Prof. C 
V. Smith sang several hymns in a way 
that touched the hearts of the large 
congregation. 
Dr. Duncan spoke of 


the upright life of the deceased and of 
her work as a teacher. The teachers 
of the public schools and Miss Hughes' 
scholars, in charge of Miss Welshonce, 
attended the funeral in a body. At 
the conclusion of the services the boys 
and girls marched past the coffin and 
each dropped a flower upon it, adding 
to the floral offerings of other devoted 
friends. The altar of the church was 
covered with fiowe.s contributed by 
admirers of the deceased. The body 
was laid to rest in the Bedford ceme- 
tery. 


MISS ARVILLA DIEHL. 


Death visited the home of Mr. and 


Mrs. Asa Diehl Tuesday evening-and 
snatched from them the pride and joy 
of their life—their daughter and only 
child, Arvilla. 


Miss Arvilla Dlehl was born at Cen- 


treville on November 14, 1S77, and on 
November 4, 1S36, with her parents, 
came to Bedford, where she resided 
ever since. She attended the public 
schools at this place aad was gradu 
ated from the high school in 1S93. She 
afterward attended the Academy for 
some time and ia January, 1896, went 
to Altoona and taught school there 
for four months. In the fall of that 
year she was elected teacher of one of 
the departments of the Bedford schools 
and has been re-elected each year 
since that time. At the beginning o' 
the present term she was assigned to 
Room No. 5, but was too ill to resume 
her work when school opened, being 
confined 
to her bed with typhoid 


fever. 
All that skilful physicians, 


aided by loving parents and devoted 
Jriends, could do was done to restore 
her to health, but in vain. Death, 
who "loves a shining mark," claimed 
her as his own. 


On April 4, 1390, Miss Diehl was re 


ceived into the Reformed church by 
confirmation and ever since has been 
an active, faithful member. Since she 
was old enough she regularly attended 
Sunday school and for several years 
taught in the primary department and 
latterly a class of young ladies. She 
had a magnificent voice and sang in 
the church choir and ofttimes at 
teachers' institute and other public 
gatherings. Always modest and free 
from affectation, her manner charmed 
her audience as much as her suparb 
singing. Miss Diehl's candor,sincerity 
and cheerfulness made friends of all 
with whom she became acquainted 
Her beautiful character has left an 
impress for good upon the minds of 
those with whom she associated. She 
was an affectionate, dutiful daughter 
and 
a kind-hearted, 
trustworthy 


friend.. 


The funeral services took place in 


the Reformed church yesterday after- 
noon at four o'clock. Tbe pastor, Rev. 
Irvin W. Hendricks, officiated.

casket was covered with a wealth of 
flowers, tributes of love from her 
church and Sunday school, fellow- 
teachers, class-mates, pupils, Sunday 
school scholars and friends.

A compilation of the annual returns 


to the state bureau of industrial statis- 
tics shows that in 1899 Pennsylvania 
produced C 543,998 gross tons of pig 
iron, the value of which was nearly 
$100,000,000. 
An average of 15,347 


workmen were employed during the 
year in the making of pig iron, the 
average yearly earnings of skilled and 
unskilled labor being Si95.18. 


Pennsylvania produced G,446,159 gross 


tons of steel o£ all kinds in 1899, or 
over 60 per cent, of the production of 
the United States. The number of 
workmen employed in the steel indus- 
try of the state, independent of those 
employed in the rolling of black plate, 
was 69,982, their average yearly earn- 
ings being £559. 


The aggregate value of the 331,033,- 


734 pounds of tin and terne plate pro- 
duced by the 23 establishments in Penn- 
sylvania last year was 812,165,879. 


Twenty-three counties produced pig 


iron in 1899, Allegheny heading the 
list with a production of 3,278,420 tons. 
Allegheny also leads with 63 68 per 
cent, of the year's production of crude 
steel and 55.30 per cjnt. of the produc- 
tion of rolled iron and steel.

The platform adopted at Kansas City 


commands my cordial and unqualified 
approval. It courageously meets the 
issues now before the country, and 
states clearly and without ambiguity 
the party's position on eveiy question 
considered. Adopted by a convention 
which assembled on the anniversary of 
the signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, it breathes the spirit of

Since but a small 
proportion of the people can share ia 
the advantages secured by private 
monopoly, it follows that the remain- 
der of the people are not only ex- 
cluded from the benefits, but are the 
helpless victims of every monopoly or- 
ganized. It is difficult to over-estimate 
the immediate injustice that may be 
done, or to calculate the ultimate ef- 
fect of this injustice upon the social 
and political welfare of the people.

The Looting of Tien Tolu. 


Into the midst of this scramble came 


the jack-tars of her gracious majesty 
the Queen of England, rifles in the 
slings over their shoulders, both hands 
free, straw hats on the back of the 
head, eyei of amazement, and grins of 
pure delight. Silk in rolls was new to 
them, hut the first torn bundle was 
the clew. Instantly the Chinese recog- 
nized the new element, the advent of 
the master-spirit. 
Coolie after coolie, 


hurrying to his hutch as fast aa he 
could, paused to offer part or all of 
his load to the first white man he met. 
The sailor-men filled their arms and 
piled it up about their feet, calling to 
their fellows to go get a cart or bring 
SDme of their mates to help carry the 
stnU away. They chose it without 
regard to color or quality or condition. 
A green roll of silk was as good as a 
yellow coat, and white fur or black 
made no difference to them. This was 
the street of the silk-merchants on the 
afternoon of the day that Tien Tsin 
was taken. 
Everywhere throughout 


the city it was the same—the Chinese 
were the first to find the loot; they 
knew the way. Then came the sol- 
diers and took it from them. Nat all; 
that was impossible. There were Dot 
men enough in the allied forces to do 
that, but here and there a little, a 
selection of this and a sample of that, 
and of it all a great pile, but only the 
fraction of a little part of the whole. 
Hundreds of Chinese who had been 
-laves all their 
lives got plunder 


enough to make them independent, and 
their families after them. The for- 
eigners only nibbled at the edge ol the 
pie; the natives gobbled it all and 
licked up tbe last crumb —Oscar King 
Davis, in Harper's Weekly. 


The Red Cro*B To did India. 


The American National Red Cross, 


now in coni'se of reorganization nnder 
the new pow( rs conferred by the last 
congress, has ttken up as its first 
active work the relief of buffering in 
the famine district of India. Although 
the work of reorganization is barely 
begun, yet Miss Clara Barton, presi- 
dent of the Red Cross, believes that 
famine relief should be undertaken at 
once, not only because the need of 
relief grows more urgent aa time 
paEses, but alto because this is the 
kind of work that congress and tbe 
president have committed to the hands 
of the Red Crots 


The committee has selected as its 


dtpositcry cf funds the North Ameri- 
can Trust company, 135 Broadway, 
New York city, to1 which all contribu- 
tions thtuld be sent direct. Checks 
should be d;awn to the order of the 
North American Trust company and 
marked 
"for the Bed Cross India 


Famine Fund'' It is hoped that funds 
will be forthcoming immediately, as 
the sufierirg in India is still wide- 
spread ard acute. 


By act of the last congress the Amer- 


iein Natiotal Red Cross was desig- 
nated as a permanent agency for tbe 
relief of snffeiing by war, famine, 
pestilence, flood, fire and all other 
calamities of sufficient magnitude to 
be of national importance. The or- 
gnnization 
acts under the Geneva 


treaty, the provisions for which were 
made in international convention at 
Geneva, Switzerland, on August 23, 
1864, 
and since signed by nearly all 


clviliz d nations. The United States 
gave its adhesion by act of congress 
on March 1, 1882 This was ratified by 
the congress of Berne, on June 9, 1882 
It was proclaimed by President Arthur 
on July 20, 1883. 


In its new form the Red Cross will 


establish permanent auxiliaries in all 
parts 
of the United States, with 


branches in Cuba, Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines. It will he ready at a 
moment's notice to send trained and 
experienced relief agents to any part 
of the world where the relief of Buffer 
ing may be needed. It will be ready 
also to receive and forward money and 
supplies in cases where trustworthy 
agents, such as missionaries and con- 
suls, are on the ground in sufficient 
force to undertake relief administra- 
tion.

Democratic 1'nrty Makea Xo War on Hon- 


estly Aciniirpd Wealth. 


The Democratic piirtv makes no war 


upon honestly acquired wealth; neither 
does it seek to embarrass corporations 
engaged in legitimate business, but It 
does protest-against corporations en- 
tering politics, and attempting to as- 
sume control of the instrumentalities 
of government 
A corporation is not 


organized for political purposes, and 
should be compelled to confine itself 
to the business described in Its char- 
ter. 
Honest corporations, engaged in 


an honest business, will find it to 
their advantage to aid in the enact- 
ment of such legislation as will pro- 
tect them from the undeserved odium 
ivhich 7,-ill be brought upon them by 
those corporations vchieh enter the po- 
litical arena. 


The Republican party has persist- 


ently refused to comply irith the ur- 
gent request of the interstate com- 
merce commission, for such an en- 
largement of the scope of the Inter- 
state commerce law as -will enable the 
commission to

aroused by its creation.

cratic party is pledged to legislation 
ivhich will empower the commission 
to protect individuals and communi- 
ties from discrimination, and the pub- 
lie at laru-e from unjust and unfair 
transportation rates. 


TJ1E FINANCIAL PLASK. 


I>cinnm! Contained in the Chicago Plat- 


form itelterateil. 


The platform reiterates tie demand 


contained in the Chicago platform for 
an American financial system made 
by the American people for them- 
selves. The purpose of such a system 
Is to restore and maintain a bimetallic 
level of prices, and in order that there 
may be no uncertainty as to the meth- 
od of restoring bimetallism, the specif- 
ic declaration in favor of free and un- 
limited coinage at the existing ratio 
of 1C to 1, independent of the action 
of other nations, is repeated. In 1SOC 
the Republican party recognized the 
necessity for bimetallism by pledging 
the party to an earnest effort to se- 
cure an International agreement for 
tk« free coinage of silver, and tie 
president immediately after his in- 
auguration, by authority of congress, 
appointed a commission composed of 
aistinsnislied citizens to visit Europe 
and solicit foreiau aid. Secretary Hay. 
In a letter written to Lord Aldennam 
in November. IsUS, and afterwards 
published in England, declared that at 
that time the president and a majority 
of his cabinet still believed in the great 
desirability of an international agree- 
ment for the restoration of the double 
standard, but that it did not seem 
opportune to reopen the negotiations 
just then. The financial law enacted 
less than a year ago contains a con- 
eluding section 
declaring that the 


measure was not intended to stand in 
the way of tlie restoration of bimetal- 
lism, whenever it could be done by 
co-operation with other nations. The 
platform submitted to the last Repub- 
lican convention with the indorsement 
of the administration again suggested 
the possibility of securing foreign aid 
In restoring silver. 


Now the Republican party, for the 


first time, openly abandons its ad- 
vocacy of the double standard, and in- 
dorses the monetary system which it 
fcas so often and so emphatically con- 
demned. '1 he i em<vratic 1 nuy. on the 
contrary, remains the steadfast advo- 
cate of the gold and silver coinage of 
the constitution, and is not willing 
that other nations shall determine for 
ns the time and manner of restoring 
silver to its ancient place as a stand- 
ard money. The ratio of 1C to 1 is 
cot only the ratio now existing be- 


tween all the gold and silver dollars in 
circulation in this country, a ratio 
which even the Republican adminis- 
tration has not attempted to change, 
but it is the only ratio advocated by 
those who nre seeking to re-open the 
mints. Whether the senate, now bos- 
tile to bimetallism, can be changed 
during this campagin or the campaign 
of 1002 can only be determined after 
the votes are counted, but neither the 
present nor the future political com- 
plexion of congress has prevented or 
should prevent an announcement of 
the party's position upon this subject 
In unequivocal terms. 


The currency bill, which received the 


sanction of the executive and the Re- 
publican members of the house and 
senate, justifies the -warning given by 
the Democratic party in 1S9C. It was 
then predicted that the Kepublican 
party would attempt 
to retire the 


greenbacks, although the party and its 
leaders studiously concealed their in- 
tentions. That purpose is now plain 
and the people must choose between 
the retention of the greenbacks, issued 
and controlled in volume by the gov- 
ernment, and a national banknote cur- 
rency issued by banks and controlled 
In their own interests. If the na- 
tional banknotes are to be secured by 
bftods, the currency system now sup- 
ported by the Republican party in- 
volves a permanent and 
increasing 


debt, and. so long as this system 
stands, the financial classes will be 
tempted to throw their powerful influ- 
ence upon the side of any measure 
•which will contribute to the size and 
permanency of a national debt. It is 
hardly conceivable that the American 
people will deliberately turn from the 
debt-paying policy of the past, :o the 
dangerous doctrine of perpetual bonds. 


rOPCiAK ELECTION OF SENATORS 


I>euianu A-pcur< First Time in Demo- 


cratic National Platform. 


The 
demand for a constitutional 


amendment providing for the election 
of senators by direct vote of the peo- 
ple, appears for the first time in 
Democratic national platform, but a 
resolution proposing such an amend- 
ment has three times passed the 
house of representatives, and that, 
too, 
practically without opposition. 


Whatever may have been the reasons 
•which secured the adoption of the pres- 
ent plan, a century ago, new condi- 
tions have made it imperative that the 
people be permitted to speak directly 
in theselectioa of their representatives 
in the senate. A senator is ao less the 
representative of the state because he 
receives his commission from the peo- 
ple themselves, rather than from the 
members of the state legislature. If 
a voter is competent to vote for a 
member of congress, for state officers 
and for president, he is competent to 
cboose ais representative in the sen- 
ate. A system whicn makes the sen- 
ate; vcsponsibler for his election to the 
people, as a whole, and amenable to 
them if he misrepresents them, must 
commend itself to those who have con 
fidence in the intelligence and patriot 
Ism of the masses. 


The platform indorses the prlncl 


pie of direct legislation. 
This Is al 


ready applied to the more Importan 
questions In nation, state and city. It

IhoIillOM of Government by Injunction 


Is Xticcssiiry. 


SovPivii planks of tlie labor platform 


ire devoted to questions in which the 
aboring classes have an immediate 
nteiest, but which more remotely ef- 
fect oui1 entire population. While -what 
is generally known as government by 
injunction is at present directed chief- 
ly against the employes ot corpora- 
tions, when there is a disagreement be- 
tween them and their employer, it in- 
volves a principle which concerns ev- 
ery one. The purpose of the injunc- 
:ion in such cases is to substitute trial 


judge for trial by jury, and is 


a covert blow at the jury system. The 
abolition of government by injunction 
s as necessary for the protection of 
the reputation of the court, as it is for 
iiti security of the citizen. Blackstone 
n defending trial by jury, says: 


"Tiid 
impartial administration of 


:ustice, which secures both our per- 
sons and our properties is the great 
end of civil society, bDt if that be en- 
irusiecl entirely to the magistracy, a 
select body of men, nnd those selected 
by the prince such as enjoy the high- 
est olHces of tlie state, their decisions 
n spite of their natural integrity, will 
have frequently an involuntary bias 
toward tlwse of their own rank, and 
dignity. It is not to be expected from 
hnmau nature that the tow would be 
alwa>s attentive to the interests and 
:nod of the many." 
It the inrn'nal laws arj not sufficient 


for the protection of property, they 
can be made more severe, Imt a citi- 
zen charged with crime must have his 
case tritcl before a jury of his peers. 


The blacklist a> now employed in 


some places enables the employer to 
>lacc the employe under practical du- 
ress, for tlie skilled laborer loses his 
ndependence when the employers can 
:iot only discharge him, but prevent his, 
securing any similar employment. The 
Blacklist enables employers to secure, 
>v mutual agreement, that (ontrol 
Dver iLe wr.ge earners which a private 
monopoly exercisss w'thont contract. 


DEMAND FOU ARBITRATION. 


It Should lie Supported by the Public, 


.Employer and limploye. 


The platform renews the demand for 


arbitration between corporations and 
:heir employes. Xo one who has ob- 
served the friction which arises be- 


ween great corporations and their 
numerous employes can doubt the wis- 
dom of establishing an impartial- court 
or the just and equitable settlement 
f disputes. 
The demand for arbitra- 


lon ought to be supported as heartily 
>y the public, which suffers Inconvenl- 
nce because of strikes and lockouts, 
and by the employers inernselres, as 
iy the employes. 
The establishment 


it arbitration will Insure friendly re- 
ations between labor and capital, and 
•ender obsolete the growing practice 
if caling in tlie army to settle labor 
troubles. 


I cannot too strongly emphasize the 


mportance of the platform recom- 
mendation of the establishment of a 
department of labor, with a member 
>f the cabinet at its head. 
When we 


•emember how important a position 
he laborer iills in our economic, so- 
:ial and political fabric, it is hard to 
conceive of a valid objection being 
nade to this recognition of his serv- 
ces. Agriculture is already represent- 


in the president's official household; 


he army and navy have their repre- 
ientatives there; the state department, 
vith its consular 
service, and the 


•reasury department, with its close 
xmnection with fiscal affairs, keep the 
executive in touch with the business 
and commercial interests. A cabinet 
'fficer truly representative of tbe wage 
earning class would be of invaluable 
aid, not only to the toilers, but to the 
president. 


The Chinese exclusion act has proven 


an advantage to the country, and its 
continuance nnd strict enforcement, as 


ell as its extension to other similar 


races,.are imperatively necessary. The 


siatic is so essentially different from 


the American that he cannot be as- 
similated with our population, and is. 
therefore, not desirable as a permanent 
citizen. 
His presence as a temporary 


aborer, preserving his national identi- 
ty, and maintnining a foreign scale of 
wages and living, must ever prove an 
njustice to American

tlie immediate construction, ownership 
and control of the Nicaragua canal by 
the United States. 
The failure of the 


Republican party to make any prog- 
ress in carrying out n pledge contained 
in its platform four years ago, together 
witli the substitution in its latest plat- 
form of a plank favoring an isthmian 
canal for a specific declaration in fa- 
vor of the Xiearngniin canal, would in- 
dicate that the 
Republican 
leaders 


either do notappreciate tlie Importance 
of this great waterway to the mari- 
time strength and commercial inter- 
ests of the country, or mat they give 
too much consideration to the interest- 
ed opposition of transcontinental lines. 
The Ilays-Pauncefote treaty, now be- 
fore the senate,' would, if 
ratified,

Arizona, Xew Mexico and Oklahoma

in the demand for home rule, and a

t la Absolutely Essential to the Welfare 


of the United. Stittes. 


The dostrine enunciated by Monroe, 


and approved by succeeding presidents, 
s essential to the welfare of tbe 
United States. 
The 
continents of 


\orth and South America are dedi- 
cated to the development of free gov- 
erninout. One republic after another 
las been estcblished, until today mon- 
ircWal idea lias barely a foothold in 
he new world. 


While it is not tbe policy of this 


country to interfere where amicable 
•elations 
exist 
between 
European 


countries and their dependencies In 


t'riea, our people would look with 


lisfavor upon my atteruvt «n the part 
jf Eni'Qpoan governments to maintain 
in unwilling or forcible sovereignty 
:>ver tbe people living on this side of 
the Atlantic. 


The position taken by the Republic- 


m leaders, and more 
recently 
set 


forth by the Republican candidate for 
the presidency, viz.: 
That we cannot 


protect a nation from outside inter- 
,'ereuce without exercising sovereignty 
ver its people, is an assault upon the 
Monroe doctrine, for while this argu- 
ncnt is at this time directed against 
lie proposition to give to the Filipinos 
both independence and protection, it 
is equally applicable to the republics 
f Central and South America. If this 


government cannot lend its strength to 
another republic without making sub- 
jects of its people, then we 
must 


either withdraw our protection from 
the republics to the south of us or ab- 
sorb them. Under the same plea, that 
he guardian nation must exert an au- 
thority equal to its responsibility, Eu- 
•opean nations iiave for centuries ex- 
doitcd their wards, and it is a sig- 
liflcant fact that the Republican party 
Jiould accept the European idea of a 
irotectorato, at tbe same time tbat it 
ndopts a European colonial policy. 
There is no excuse for this abandon- 
ment of the American idea. 
We nave 


maintained tbe Monroe doctrine for 
three-quarters of a century. The ex- 
pense to us has been practically noth- 
ng, but the protection has been beyond 
\alue to our sister republics. 
If a 


Filipino republic is erected upon the 
ruins of Spanish tyranny, its protec- 
tion by us will be neither difficult nor 
expensive.

If 
they show as much determination, in 
opposing the sovereignty of other na- 
tions as they have shown in opposing 
our sovereignty, they will not require 
much assistance from us.

When the doctrine 
that the people are tbe only source of 
power is made secure from further at- 
tack we can safely proceed to the set- 
tlement of the numerous questions 
which involve the domestic and eco- 
nomic welfare of our citizens.

The Stmndird Oil Comp«njr and C.rnegle 


Distance All Oth«n. 


During the past TO years the wealth 


of the nation has increased a trifle 
over SOD per cent. 


Undf.r these circumstances It IB folly 


to talk "hard times." There may be 
some few individual instances of pov- 
erty, but as a people we are In better 
shape than we, have ever been. 


Not only are we as a people In better 


financial shape, hut the large business 
Interests are all prosperous, still for

In other words the Standard Oil 


company has an earning capacity of 
$587,400,000. The wealth of the Stand- 
ard Oil company has therefore Increas- 
ed over 58,700 per cent in the last SO 
years. Surely the shareholders have no 
reason to grumble. 


The Carnegie company will this year 


clear $42,000,000 on a nominal capital 
of $25,000,000. 
Their dividends will 


amount to 168 per cent, or, on a 4 per 
cent basis, their earning capacity Is 
really that of $1,050,000,000. The wealth 
of the Carnegie company has there- 
fore increased 4,200 per cent in the 
last few years. They should certainly 
be satisfied. 


But, if the wealth of the entire na- 


tion has only increased 300 per cent 
In the last 30 years, and these corpor- 
ations have increased 58,700 and 4,200 
per cents, how much 
is there left 


to be divided among the people of the 
nation? 


It is true that the shares of most of 


the trusts have been listed at the Stock 
Exchanges, and they are being sold on 
the open market, and, as tie defenders 


f the trusts sometimes say, there Is 


nothing to prevent the employes of the 
trusts from buying the stock of the 
trusts, and thus becoming their own 
employers, but before we accept this 
proposition, let us look into it. The 
average employe of the Standard Oil 
company, other than those who are 
largslT tnter,»»te« in the company in a 
flnaneial manner, is receiving the sv.vn 
of $.70 cents per day, $10.20 per week, 
or $530.40 per year. The Standard Oil 
company employs 35,000 men, and It 
would therefore take these 35,000 work- 
Ingmen, supposing that they had no 
live on nothing, and that they had no 
families, just 31 years and 150 working 
days in which to save enough to be- 
come their own employers. But before 
we get ready to salute the year 1931 as 
being the last in which trusts shall 
told undisputed sway over this land, 
we must consider that during the last 
ten years the increase o( the wealth 
of the trusts has been on the geomet- 
rical plan, and that under present con- 
ditions these 35,000 workingmen, after 
working for over 31 years, saving every 
cent they received, would still be un- 
able to purchase the stock of the con- 
cern, for by that time the capital, at 
the present rate per cent of increase, 
will have amounted to $352,440,000,000, 
and so you see the trust is still ahead 
of the game, and the 35,000 working- 
men are still behind. 


The pay roll of this concern last year 


amounted to $18,564,000, about one- 
third of the amount distributed in divi- 
dends. The same conditions prevail in 
other trusts. When a few men are com- 
pounding their incomes at the rate of 
50 or 100 per cent, and the masses of 
the people live from hand to mouth, 
saving nothing, it does not take a very 
extensive mathematical calculation to 
show that the few will soon own all 
the wealth of the country. 


The Democratic party m this cam- 


paign has laid out a plan of attack 
•whereby the advantages gainefl by- the 
trusts by unfair and illegitimate means 
will be destroyed. At present, under 
Republican rule, they are permitted to 
tax the people of the entire land by 
means of the tariff; they are allowed 
to stifle competition through railroad 
discrimination, and it is these things 
which the Democratic party intends 
to stop.
